RURAL DISTRICTS 

The marshals appointed by the vari¬ 
ous school boards of the county to 
gather the census of the public schools 
have been engaged in this work for 
more than two weeks past and have in 
the most cases completed their duties 
and made returns to the office of the 
County Superintendent. 

The result of their work brings out 
the fact that during the past year a 
general migration from the moun¬ 
tainous districts to the valley has taken 
place, the reports from the mountain 
sections, in most cases, showing but a 
small increase and in some a falling 
off, while the schools situated in the 
valley and especially in the towns 
show an increased attendance for the 
year just closing. This fact will, un¬ 
questionably, be brought out much 
stronger when the returns are complete 
from all the larger schools. 

The office of the County Superin¬ 
tendent has been unusually busy for 
the past week or more segregating the 
information carried in these reports 
and classifying it in such a manner 
that it will be in available form as a 
source of information for the office 
here and also for the State Superin¬ 
tendent, Edward Hyatt of Sacramento, 
who will, from the reports sent the 
various counties apportion the money 
from the State school fund. The 
greatest care is being taken by the 
office that all reports shall be 
absolutely correct and reliable, for it is 
from these that the tax apportion¬ 
ments for both state and county for 
the coming year are to be made up. 


IMPORTANT TRIAL 
AT REDWOOD CUT 


In a whirlwind of charges of perjury, 
bribery and lies, the retrial of the case 
of the Sampson brothers against 
William Hughes was submitted to 
Judge Murphy of Monocounty, who is 
sitting for Judge Buck, late Tuesday 
afternoon at Redwood City. The case 
goes back to 1900, when in September 
of that year a forest lire’swept over the 
property of the Sampson brothers, des¬ 
troying their lumber mill, 2,000,OIK) 
shingles and oOOcordsof wood, causing 
a total loss of $7000. Sampson broth¬ 
ers sued Hughes for $7000 damages. 

At the trial before Judge Buck in 
1901 evidence was submitted by Samp¬ 
sons’ lawyers showing that the lire had 
started on the Hughes property and 
had spread over the coast range, finally 
sweeping down on the Sampson hold¬ 
ings. The jury found in favor of 
Hughes, but on the appeal to the su¬ 
preme court the decision of the lower 
court was set aside. 

George C. Ross, an attorney of Red¬ 
wood City and one of the lawyers for 
the Sampson interests, testified Tues¬ 
day that Hughes had offered him what 
he considered a bribe of $500 to fix the 
case so that it would not come to trial. 

In rebuttal, Hughes, who is an old 
man, stated he had offered the money to 
Ross in tiie nature of a compromise. 
The parents of Charles Wyman went 
on the stand and stated that their son 
had perjured himself in the first trial 
and that they had coached him in the 
story of finding the wood rat and set¬ 
ting lire to its nest, the inducement 
offered by Hughes, according to their 
testimony, being $50 and 50 acres of 
land.

Christie’s of London, Most Noted 
of All Sales Rooms. 

KNOWN ALL OVER THE WORLD 


A Place Rich In Memories of Reynolds, 

Garrick, Gainsborough and Lord 

Chesterfield—Fake Art Treasures. 

Romances of the Auction Room. 

Since James Christie ami his friends 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, David Garrick 
and Thomas Gainsborough received I 
Lord Chesterfield in Rail Mall as he de¬ 
scended from his coach and six the 
most precious things that money can 
buy have changed hands in the famous 
rooms that bear Christie’s name. 

In those days Christie took great 
pains to attract only the “elect,” and 
the cards of visitors were carefully 
scrutinized by liveried flunkies at the 
door, for here was an exclusive club 
where men of rank and fashion often 
gathered to exchange courtesies an i 
.the gossip of court and camp, quin 
apart from mere bidding for great < 
tates and palaces of many natim 
jewels of princes and plate of gre: 
families, pi ttires and porcelain, stn . 
ary and curios. Who does not rente 
ber the stale <>f Gainsborough's "Du 
ess of Dev hire” when Lord Dud: 
wired a bid of $50,000 from Paris, o ; 
was beaten by Aguew. the dealer? A;, 
then came ilte dramatic theft and t 
equally dramatic recovery of the po: 
trait years afterward in this country 

It is a pla< e of beautiful things, 01 
discreet hush, of subdued mystery. Ai 
most every great work of art in t lie 
world that comes into the market finds 
its way there. Long before 1700 Chris¬ 
tie’s was a going concern, none too 
flourishing, be it said, for has not. 
James Christie himself left it on rec¬ 
ord that his good friend David Garrick 
tided him over a bankruptcy with a 
loan of $50,000? 

The priced catalogues of the house 
have been and are the standard record 
of values in works of art for the last 
200 years. They show extraordinary 
fluctuations. Thus in 1755 a copy of the 
Rembrandt etching “Christ Healing 
the Sick’’ sold for only $.35, whereas 
in 1887, at the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
sale, an inferior example brought no 
less than $0,500. Art collections worth 
$10,000,000 and upward have frequent¬ 
ly been offered for sale in these classic 
rooms. On such occasions emperors 
and kings, with men of wealth from 
every nation, commission the greatest 
of experts to go to criticise and bid for 
treasures which may not come under 
the hammer again in generations. 

The value of property knocked down 
under the old cracked ivory hammer 
that Dr. Johnson and Goldsmith must 
have handled baffles all calculation. A 
curious record was the $75,000 paid in 
1885 for the Dudley Raphael “The 
Three Graces,” which measures only 
seven inches square. Of course this 
was extraordinary, yet enormous prices 
have been paid at Christie’s for pic¬ 
tures, as everybody knows. 

Another record in its day was the 
$73,700 paid for Hoppner’s three-quar¬ 
ter length portrait of Louisa, Lady 
Manners, afterward Countess of Dy- 
sart. And then there was the famous 
jeweled cup of rock crystal, which 
brought the enormous sum of $81,375 
at the Gabbltas sale. Amazing prices 
have also been recorded for porcelain. 
In a recent season the art worlds of 
London and Paris were startled by a 
Sevres vase bringing $21,000—proof 
positive that the pate tendre. the play¬ 
thing of Louis the Well Beloved, the 
Pompadour and Du Barry, retains all 
its fascination for the collector. 

Rarely indeed have fakes been offer¬ 
ed at Christie’s, yet a few classic cases 
are on record. Some years ago art lov¬ 
ing capitals were startled by the an¬ 
nouncement that four superb gallery 
pictures by Constable and two by Tur¬ 
ner were to be offered for sale in Chris¬ 
tie’s rooms, “the property of a private 
gentleman and never before exhibited.” 
It was certainly an event. The vender’s 
name was withheld, but this is a com¬ 
mon occurrence, seeing that very ex¬ 
alted personages, indeed, not to say the 
occupants of thrones, frequently send 
' works of art to these famous galleries. 
Pressed on the subject, however, Chris¬ 
tie’s gave out that the seller was a 
“well known connoisseur of high social 
rank.” On the day of the sale all the 
art critics, collectors and dealers of 
note from London to Moscow and from 
Stockholm to Madrid assembled before 
the pictures, chattering excitedly in 
many tongues. 

Truly they were imposing, these gor¬ 
geous canvases, five feet wide and high 
in proportion. The four Constables 
formed a series of superb English land¬ 
scapes, while the two Turners were 
classical subjects, said to be of the 
“middle period” of the master. But 
about them all there was a certain “I 
know not what,” as the French say, 
that baffled the keen critics. Round 


all six appeared to hover a curious ! 
kinship, certain peculiarities of touch j 
and coloring, “as if,” in the words of 
a Paris dealer, “Turner had worked on 
Constable’s pictures and Constable on 
Turner’s.” 

The faces of the experts vrerj a droll 
study as their first admiration gave 
place to helpless bewilderment. One 
or two they might have swallowed, but 
six! Before long a Viennese artist 
made himself heard above the hubbub 
by pointing out that the pictures were 
largely painted with very modern pig¬ 
ments — fashionable, newly invented 
colors unknown in the days of Turner 
•ind Constable. The excitement grew 
greater. This was surely an unlucky 
slip if the collection were forgeries. 
There was yet another test. how T ever. 
cnafciug Venetian dealer years pre 
viously had given the art world a hint 
In testing an authentic example of 
Guardi. lie would take a pin and try 
to stick it into the fattest and most 
unctuously pasted part of the picture 
“If it sticks in." the dealer said, “it 
is new paint, but try it on a real 
Guardi, and you might as well try to 
force a piu into a china plate.” The 
moment that hint was remembered it 
was acted upon. One of the Consta¬ 
bles was tested and proved to be a 
veritable pincushion. 

The authorities of Christie’s at once 
closed their doors and posted a notice 
abandoning the sale. 

The history of the forgeries leaked 
out afterward. They had belonged to 
a rich and eccentric collector, Joseph 
Gillott, a millionaire manufacturer of 
steel pens of Birmingham, who after¬ 
ward left the London National gallery 
a magnificent series of real treasures. 
In his latter years, however, the old 
man had fallen into the clutches of an 
unscrupulous dealer whose exploits 
had long been notorious. Both the 
Turners and the Constables had been 
manufactured under this man’s direc¬ 
tion by a needy but exceedingly clever 
artist and then sold to the aged and 
credulous amateur for $500,000. When 
later some doubts were cast upon their 
genuineness Gillott was greatly trou 
bled and resolved to give them the pub 
lie test of auction at Christie’s. After 
the dramatic fiasco their owner con 
temptuously packed them off into a 
warehouse, which three months later 
was burned to the ground, and then 
strangely enough, it turned out that 
Gillott had insured his “masterpieces" 
for the entire sum he had paid foi 
them, so by a curious turn of the wheel 
of fortune he was not a penny the 
loser. 

But there have not been half a dozen 
such cases at Christie’s during a cen¬ 
tury of sales. 

And. by the way, just inside the su 
perb pillared portico on King street. 
St. James’, one will see a picture of 
the courtly old dandy,’Christie himself, 
tall and distinguished, in silk knee 
breeches, with low shoes and buckles, 
blue silk coat and delicate lace ruffles, 
with full wig and horn spectacles, as 
befitted his association with aristo¬ 
cratic cognoscenti. 

Chesterfield was his patron then, as 
he had been Dr. Johnson’s. The great 
arbiter of elegance, although retired 
from public life, was renowned all over 
Europe as a connoisseur, and w T hen old 
Christie pleaded with him to lend his 
aegis to a great sale the stately coach 
and six emblazoned with the Chester¬ 
field arms would soon be at the door. 
The rooms were then in rail Mall. 
Liveried servants cleared a way for 
Chesterfield and escorted him to a 
thronelike seat on a dais, where a nod 
of commendation might be seen of 
all and have its due effect on the bids. 

The French revolution was the ill 
wind that blew fortune toward Chris¬ 
tie’s. In 171)2 many fugitives from 
France, Italy and Holland made their 
way to London and on arrival found 
their flight had been so precipitate that 
they were actually embarrassed for 
ready money. And that meant a sale 
of pictures and curios, furniture, jew¬ 
els and plate. It was in this way that 
the British aristocracy became pos¬ 
sessed of some of the loveliest works 
of art the world holds. 

During the Loudon season, froiq 
April to the end of June, Christie’s 
palatial staircase and salons are 
thronged with men and women of rank 
and fashion from half a dozen nations. 
In 1S93 the old place was practically 
rebuilt both inside and out. The prin¬ 
cipal sales room, a lofty and elegant oc- 
I tagoual apartment, is a copy of one 
built iu the Adelphi by Adam. And 
tfle auctioneer’s rostrum i one he used 
over a century and a half ago in the 
old rooms. In itself a work of art of 
great value, it is a superb specimen of 
Chippendale’s own work. 

The old Christie family has quite 
died out of the house, which at present 
is run by men of high social rank and 
vast experience. Sales are held three 
or four times a week. From the earli¬ 
est days Saturday has been reserved 
for great pictures. Viewing the gal¬ 
leries before a sale begins one will see 
leading men in statecraft and society, 
princes and princesses of royal blood, 
merchants of great wealth and influ¬ 
ence and visiting Americans as well as 
agents acting for cultured countrymen. 
Each sale furnishes some little ro¬ 


mance of the art world. Every picture 
seems to have a history. Here, hung 
in a grand light In the big salon, is 
the “Family of Darius.” which Paul 
Veronese painted during his convales¬ 
cence C orn an illness in an Italian villa 
and left behind as a graceful token of 
favors and kindnesses received from 
his host. More than $68,000 was paid 
for this picture in Christie’s rooms one 
Saturday afternoon as it hung in the 
midst of other paintings from ancient 
country houses and faded palaces of 
many lands. 

One wonders whether the shades of 
the artists hang about this abode of 
romance. Did George Morland see 
his little “Dancing Dogs.” which he 
was glad to paint for $75 in hard 
times, find a buyer at $27,000? Did 
grim Sir Henry Raeburn hear J. Pier- 
pont Morgan bidding $45,675 for that 
charming portrait of his wife in white 
and brown? Or did starving John 
Hoppner, born to grinding poverty in 
sordid Whitechapel, see a pair of his 
portraits go for $49,935? 

These things are part of the romance 
of Christie’s. — W. G. Fitz-Gerald in 
New York Tribune.

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CALIFORNIA STATE 
UNIVERSITY LETTER 


Hkkkklky, May 25.—Now that the 
regular session has closed, Hie cldef 
interest at the University is in tlie 
coming Summer School which opens 
June22d. The program of lectures is 
now almost completed, and judging 
from the number of applications al¬ 
ready liled at the Recorder’s OLlice the 
attendance will be very large. 

The attention of teachers in the 
secondary schools is again directed to 
these unusual opportunities for vaca¬ 
tion study and recreation. In addi¬ 
tion to the many liberal culture courses 
which anyone may pursue with profit, 
the courses in Music, Drawing, Domes¬ 
tic Science, Manual Training, Elemen¬ 
tary Agriculture, etc., should l>e espec¬ 
ially attractive to teachers in the 
grammar schools. 

Tlie two courses in music which 
were given so successfully last year by 
Mrs. D. V. Sweesy will he repeated 
and supplemented by a course of illus¬ 
trated lectures on tlie Evolution of 
Song by Mrs. M. E. Rlanchard, one of 
San Francisco’s most talented singers. 
The work in the department of Draw¬ 
ing will be in charge of three of the 
well known instructors in the School 
the California Uuild of Arts and Crafts. 
In Domestic Science, Manual Train¬ 
ing and Nature Study exceptionally 
interesting courses are ottered. These 
and many other courses have been in¬ 
troduced primarily to meet the needs 
of teachers in the grammar grades. In 
Botany, Zoology and Agriculture, 
courses will he given which will lay 
esjiecial emphasis on those parts of 
these subjects which may profitably he 
introduced into the lower schools. 

Instruction will he given not only by 
members of the regular university 
faculty, hut also by a number of dis¬ 
tinguished men of letters and of science 
from Eastern universities. 

The excursions, evening lectures and 
informal gathering of teachers which 
have been planned for this year should 
he of almost equal educational value 
to the work in the lecture room. The 
Bulletin of the Summer Session will he 


sent to any address upon application 
to the Recorder of the Faculties. 
Teachers who are strangers in Berkeley 
should write directly to the Dean of 
the Summer Session for any informa¬ 
tion not found in the Bulletin. 

While the work is planned primarily 
for college students and teachers, 
many other persons have in the past 
availed themselves of these opportuni¬ 
ties tor intellectual refreshment. Last 
year over thirty occupations other than 
teachers and students were represented. 

No formal examinations are required 
for entrance. Admission is granted to 
all persons of sufficient maturity and 
intelligence to profit by the exercises 
of the session. The tuition regardless 
of tlie number of courses taken is $15. 
This fee entitles the student to the full 
privileges of the University Library 
and also to medical advice and hospital 
care, without extra charge, in case of 
illness. The Bulletin of the Summer 
Session will he sent to any address up¬ 
on application to tlie Recorder of the 
Faculties, Berkeley.
